ities 
A num ber of governm ent secret 
service a g en ts are now in D enver fol­ 
low ing th e clues, which, it is said, led 
them to believe this headquarter® of th** 
gang a re located In th is city. 
T he co u n terfeiters are said to extend 
all th e w ay from N ew Y ork to San 
Francisco, and so far it is believed th at 
som ething like $50,000 h as been secured 
in th e larg e r cities of the country. The 
counterfeit is one of th e best duplicates 
of the B uffalo series of $10 and $20 bills 
w hich have ever come to the attention 
of th e F ederal authorities.

$20 bill w as presented in paym ent and 
they received the cash in change.

ea«es it has been allow ed to go through.

tint of oxidized silver. They are ten­ 
der mouthed and remind me somewhat 
of the grayling, although they have not 
the great dorsal fin nor the fragile 
mouth of that fish. They often Inhabit 
trout waters, and I have an Idea that 
trout feed on the emaller ones, al­ 
though I have no absolute proof t$ t 
this is true. 
I know, however, that 
pickerel, muskellunge and black bass 
strike at them eagerly. 
These fish rise to a fly and are often 
auite as gamy as grayling. Often and 
often I have struck them In trout wa­ 
ters and have found them Interesting 
fighters when tackle Is light and water 
cold and swift 
Animala and birds appear to he very 
fond of them, or at least are often Reen 
eating them, perhaps because they may 
be easier to catch than trout Where 
Mohawk chubs are, heron* and king­ 
fishers congregate.

SOME NEW LAWS. 
The following bills that have 
passed both houses of the legisla­ 
ture contain matters 
that may 
come to be of local interest in 
Bryan, if the work of promotion of 
public enterprises is to be taken 
up. 
This is upon the presump­ 
tion that the governor approves 
them. 
The senate substitute for the 
Robertson bill, giving cities and 
testis under the general corpor­ 
ation laws the right to fix charges 
for light, water, sewerage, etc., 
finally passed. 
It was amended 
so as to require companies to bring 
their books into court when de­ 
manded for inspection. 
Perhaps the most useful piece 
of legislation accomplished ie the 
joint resolution 
by Nelms aud 
others which provides that any 
city or town shall, on a vote of 
two-thirds of its property owners, 
exempt certain property from tax­ 
ation for a term of years. 
This 
hill is designed to allow cities and 
towns, by offering such induce­ 
ment to manufacturing enterprises, 
to encourage the building of fac­ 
tories and the general development 
of the country. 
. Senator Smith’s bill authorizing 
incorporation for two or more dis­ 
tinct purposes, which was passed 
finally, will operate to assist small 
towns to organize companies co m ­ 
bining wat^r works, electric light 
plants, ice plants, etc., and by a 
combination of effort get the com­ 
forts and utilities which separately 
would not produce singly revenue 
enough to support one company.

SOME NEW LAWS. 
The following hills that have 
passed both houses of the legisla­ 
ture contain matters 
that may 
come to be o f local interest in 
Bryan, if the w ork of promotion of 
public enterprises is to be taken 
up. 
This is upon the presump- 
tion that the governor approves 
them. 
The senate substitute for the 
Robertson 
bill, giving cities and 
towns under the general corpor­ 
ation laws the right to fix charges 
for light, water, sewerage, etc., 
finally passed. 
It was amended 
so as to require companies to bring 
their books into conn when de­ 
manded for inspection. 
Perhaps the most useful piece 
of legislation accomplished is the 
joint resolution 
by 
Nelms 
and i 
others which provides that any 
city or town shall, on a vote of 
two-thirds of its property owners, 
exempt certain property from ta x ­ 
ation for a term of years. 
This 
bill is designed to allow citie> and 
towns, by offering such induce­ 
ment to manufacturing enterprises, 
to encourage the building of fac­ 
tories and the general development 
of the country. 
Senator Sm ith's hill authorizing 
incorporation for two or more dis­ 
tinct purposes, which was passed I 
finally, will operate to a ssi* small 
towns to organize companies com- 
biding water works, electric light 
plants, ice plants, etc., and by a 
combination of effort get the com- J 
forts and utilities which separately J 
would not produce singly revenue 
enough to support one company.
